not promptly remunerative, this 
pace of expenditures cannot be 
maintained and reaction follows. 
It is an old saying that people go 
into debt in good times and pay 
their debts under pressure of bad 
times. 
As a result of such con­ 
ditions, industry loses the fine ad­ 
justment of relationship which we 
have seen to be the condition of 
prosperity. 
“Precisely how long this period 
of readjustment and reorganiza­ 
tion w'ill tak e in any given in­ 
stance depends a great deal on 
how' much resistance is accorded 
to the forces work ing to re-estab­ 
lish an equilibrium. 
Nowhere is 
the realization of the joint res­ 
ponsibility for maintaining stabil­ 
ity in industry more imperative 
than 
in 
the 
relations 
between 
Labor and Capital. 
Thcie is an 
obligation upon both to have re­ 
gard for the public w'elfare and to 
work in good faith and willing co­ 
operation to secure the largest 
and best results. 
Moreover, this 
policy involves no sacrifice to 
cither party. 
Labor has a larger 


interest in actual w'agcs than in 
nominal w'age rates and wages arc 
far more dependent v» t>on funda­ 
mental conditions than upon the 
efforts of the unions.” 
The bulletin mentions the pre­ 
vailing case in money rates as 
one of the most im ponaut influ­ 
ences predisposing 
to recovery 
and adds that “with the money 
factor as favorable as now and 
with the record of past depres­ 
sions so suggestive 
of . the coun­ 
try ’s ability to regain its stride, 
there seems reason for confidence 
that business soon wil! begin the 
climb back to normal prospcrity.” 
W ith the additional corporate 
earning statements for the first 
quarter of the current year at 
hand, the bulletin summarizes the 
showing as follows; 
“Figures for three hundred com­ 
panies 
representing 
numerous 
lines of industry and trade show 
a decrease of 21 per cent for the 
first quarter of the current year, 
aggregate net profits declining 
from approximaiciy four hundred 
thirty-eight million to three hun­ 
dred forty four million. 
In the 
same quarter two years ago, the 
same companies had total profits 
of three hundred twenty-seven 
million, so that the current year 
is still 5 per cent ahead of two 
years ago.” 
Regarding 
conditions 
in 
the 
bond “mark et, the bulletin notes 
that there has been no appreci­ 
able slack ening in the heavy vol­ 
ume of new' offerings and that the 
pace has caused some further ac­ 
cumulation of undigested issues >n 
the hands of dealers. 
As a re­ 
sult of this, the temporary state 
of congestion in the bond mark et 
which became apparent in April 
has not yet completely disap­ 
peared.

and dancer. 
He sold papers for ten years at 
the old union station on Union av­ 
enue. 
In 1886, Sam Jones, evan 
gelist, was holding a revival In St. 
Louis, and Mr. Layfield read his 
sermons printed in St. Louis news 
papers he sold. 
Mr. Layfield often 
had told his friends that his con 
version resulted from reading those 
sermons. 
He became an evangelist and for 
many years was a familiar figure 
around the city’s prisons and 
In 
the North End district of 
Kansas 
City, where he preached to “down 
and outers.” 
He was ordained a 
minister, and was a former pastor 
of the Olivet Congregational church. 
Kansas City. 
In 19 23, he attracted attention by 
fasting 51 days during which time 
he took no food and drank only 
water. He asserted at the time that 
the fast was “to rid himself of old 
blood and tissue,” that he might 
better “serve God and my fellow- 
men.”

their 
products 
quickly a nd 
chea ply. 
In the sta te of New^ York it wa s dis­ 
closed tha t fa rmers living on pa ved roa ds 
drove their trucks 725 miles more a yea r, 
on the a vera ge, tha n those living on dirt 
roa ds. 
F’uidher, while but one-ha lf of the 
fa rmers on dirt roa ds own trucks, two- 
thirds of the fa rmers served by pa ved 
roa ds ha ve them. 
Severa l sta tes a re now conducting ca m­ 
pa igns to provide rura l districts with a ll- 
w’ea ther roa ds. 
Thousa nds of miles of ex­ 
pensive ma in highwa ys ha ve been built 
w hich a re of little benefit to the fa rmers 
until feeder roa ds a re built connecting 
them with rura l districts. 
Such feeder roa ds w^ould be of va lue to 
towm a nd city mercha nts who would ga in 
business tha t is now\kept a wa y by impa ss­ 
a ble roa ds. 
They w^ould a ttra ct tourists 
by opening up new" territory a nd relieve 
ma in highwa ys of congestion. 
Such roa ds 
must be built if a griculture is to keep up 
w’ith the ma rch of progress.

This co nco ctio n was intend­ 
ed to stupefy and when Jesus learn­ 
ed the character and o bject o f the 
drink, he refused it; he wo uld lay 
do wn his life vo luntarily, fully and 
co nscio usly. 
V. 35.—"And when they had cruci­ 
fied him, they parted his garments 
amo ng them, casting lo ts." Matthew 
wro te his go spel especially fo r the 
Jews, that they might believe o n 
the So n o f Go d; in this lesso n he 
co nstantly refers to pho phetic state­ 
ments as here.
